Tomorrow  s  Parcel  24  Meeting  to  be  Candid  Design  Discussion

Tomorrow,  the  Hudson  Street  for 
Chinatown  neighborhood  group  will  hold 
a  meeting,  noon  to  4  p.m.  at  75  Kneeland 
Street,  to  discuss  alternatives  for  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  Parcel  24,  a  plot  of  land  that  will 
become  available  when  tire  Big  Dig  is  fin¬ 
ished. 

At  the  meeting,  visitors  will  use  models 
and  "building  blocks"  made  of  styrofoam 


and  sponge  to  create  different  building 
designs  for  the  70,000  square-foot  piece  of 
land.  Staff  of  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  will  also  pro¬ 
vide  a  computer  program  that  will  allow 
attendees  to  type  in  a  ratio  of  "affordable" 
and  market-rate  units,  and  their  prices,  as 
well  as  a  ratio  of  condos  and  rental  emits, 
and  get  data  on  how  long  it  would  take  to 
receive  government  subsidies. 

The  Turnpike  Authority,  Boston 


Redevelopment  Authority,  and  Mayor's 
advisory  committee  for  the  parcel  have 
also  met  to  discuss  the  possibilities  for 
Parcel  24.  Tomorrow's  meeting,  however, 
is  a  not  sponsored  by  government  agency. 

Sam  Yoon  of  ACDC  and  Hudson  Street 
for  Chinatown  said  tomorrow's  communi¬ 
ty  design  forum,  which  is  open  to  all,  will 
allow  for  more  freedom  to  express  design 
possibilities  —  without  "having  to  worry 
about  how  a  public  official  will  respond."

It  was  all  good  news  for  Chinatown  on 
August  8.  At  least  according  the  Mayor. 

Microphone  in  hand.  Mayor  Thomas 
M.  Menino  held  a  press  conference  under 
the  Chinatown  Gate  last  week,  announc¬ 
ing  his  "four  point  action  plan"  for  the 
neighborhood. 

The  Mayor's  'good  news'  arrived  in 
the  midst  of  Chinatown  groups'  growing 
agitation  over  area  high-rise  development 
proposals  and  residents'  dismay  over 
two  recent  tragic  deaths. 

At  the  conference,  Menino  avoided 
discussing  the  recent  murder  and  traffic 
fatality  in  Chinatown  and  the  question¬ 
able  development  proposals  under  review 
for  the  area.  He  instead  focused  on  City 
Hall's  plans  to  improve  the  Boston  dis¬ 
trict. 

The  four  points  of  Menino's  plans 
addressed  "quality  of  life  issues,"  upcom¬ 
ing  affordable  housing  proposals,  eco¬ 
nomic  and  business  opportunities  and 
"long-term  planning  strategies  for  protect¬ 
ing  Chinatown." 

"Chinatown  has  such  a  rich  history," 
said  Menino,  "we  have  to  make  sure  its 
future  is  just  as  bright."  Calling

Judge:  CCBA  Booting  of 
20  Members  Was  Invalid

A  Suffolk  Superior  Court  judge  recent¬ 
ly  ordered  that  a  Chinatown  nonprofit's 
booting  of  20  of  its  members  was  "invalid 
and  unenforceable"  and  that  the  groups 
should  be  restored  as  members  again. 

On  August  1,  a  Suffolk  County 
Superior  Court  judge  ruled  that  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Benevolent 
Association's  removal  of  20  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  on  December  14, 1999,  was  illegal 
and  against  tire  association's  own  bylaws. 

The  court  decision  marks  another 
blow  to  the  CCBA,  which  nearly  suffered 
an  embarrassing  hit  last  August  when  its 
90  Tyler  St.  building  was  almost  auc¬ 
tioned  off  after  the  association  delayed 
paying  off  another  Chinatown  group  that 
had  sued  it  for  $500,000.

Help  Reclaim  Parcel  24  for  Chinatown

Parcel  24  is  a  70,000  square  foot  plot  of 
land  that  will  become  available  for  develop¬ 
ment  when  the  Big  Dig  is  completed  in  2004. 

Currently,  a  highway  off-ramp.  Parcel  24 
sits  on  the  east  side  of  Chinatown,  next  to 
Hudson  Street  and  the  Southeast 
Expressway. 

Before  the  Turnpike  Extension  was  built 
in  1962,  the  Hudson  Street  and  Albany  Street 
area  south  of  Kneeland  Street  was  a  vibrant 
residential  area  of  Chinatown.  Construction 
of  the  Turnpike  Extension  led  to  the  forced 
removal  of  many  homes  and  businesses  on 
Hudson  Street,  and  displaced  hundreds  of 
families  who  were  not  sufficiently  compen¬ 
sated  for  their  losses. 

The  Parcel  is  currently  owned  by  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority  (MTA), 
which  has  plans  to  lease  the  land  to  a  devel¬ 
oper  who  is  yet  to  be  selected.  One  of  the 
MTA's  goals  for  the  new  Central  Artery 
parcels  is  to  raise  money  to  cover  cost  over¬ 
runs  of  the  Big  Dig. 

However,  members  of  Hudson  Street  for 
Chinatown  (HSC)  have  alternative  goals. 
HSC  is  comprised  of  representatives  from 
the  Asian  Community  Development 
Corporation,  former  Hudson  Street  resi¬ 
dents,  Chinatown  Resident  Association, 
Chinese  Progressive  Association,  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association, 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Council, 
and  others.  The  mission  of  HSC  is  to  get 
Parcel  24  back  to  the  community  for  $1,  have 
it  developed  according  to  the  Chinatown 
Master  Plan,  and  have  the  development 
restore  a  community-friendly,  residential 
character  to  the  Hudson  Street  community 
and  Chinatown  neighborhood.  The  group 
believes  that,  given  the  history  of  injustice 
committed  against  residents  who  were  dis¬ 
placed  from  Hudson  Street,  Parcel  24  ought 
to  be  returned  to  Chinatown  and  that  the 
community  should  have  control  over  the 
development  of  the  land. 

Parcel  24  creates  an  opportunity  to  devel¬ 
op  Chinatown  according  to  community 
needs,  such  as  establishment  of  a  public 
library  branch  and  more  low-income  afford¬ 
able  housing,  two  important  priorities  for 
Chinatown  residents. 

Financial  feasibility  will  be  a  major  issue 
when  the  community  discusses  its  vision  for 
Parcel  24.  Recently,  we  have  seen  that  "com¬ 
munity  benefits"  such  as  affordable  housing 
or  community  space  come  only  as  trade-offs 
for  building  market-rate  units  and  large- 
scale  projects.  This  is  why  demanding  the 
land  for  a  nominal  value  is  so  important.  By 
decreasing  or  eliminating  the  land  costs,  it 


will  become  feasible  for  a  nonprofit  develop¬ 
er  to  build  relatively  more  low-income  and 
affordable  units  while  keeping  the  project  to 
a  scale  which  is  still  compatible  with  the 
neighborhood. 

The  MTA  is  coordinating  a  series  of  pub¬ 
lic  meetings  about  Parcel  24,  led  by  a  four- 
person  team  which  includes  the  MTA,  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  a 
Chinatown  representative,  and  a  Leather 
District  representative.  Stephanie  Fan  of  the 
Chinese  Historical  Society  of  New  England 
serves  as  the  Chinatown  representative. 

Out  of  these  public  meetings,  a  Request 
for  Proposals  will  be  drafted  to  reflect  what 
the  community  wants  in  the  Parcel  24  pro¬ 
ject,  after  which  the  community  can  give 
input  to  selecting  the  developer  for  the  pro¬ 
ject.  Final  decisions,  however,  will  be  made 
by  the  MTA. 

In  the  meantime,  Senator  Dianne 
Wilkerson  and  House  Majority  Leader 
Salvatore  DiMasi  have  co-sponsored  state  a 
bill,  which,  if  passed,  would  enact  the  goals 
of  HSC  into  state  law. 

While  diverse  sectors  of  the  community 
are  united  in  demanding  that  Parcel  24  be 
returned  to  Chinatown,  important  questions 
for  the  community  will  be:  What  should  be 
built?  How  large  should  the  project  be? 
Who  should  control  and  develop  the  land? 

Everything  that  Chinatown  needs  will 
not  fit  on  this  one  parcel.  It  will  be  impor¬ 
tant  for  us  to  decide  on  the  community's 
most  important  priorities  for  this  site.  Some 
people  will  want  most  units  to  be  for  low- 
income  earners,  while  some  will  want  the 
opposite.  Some  will  want  a  library.  Some 
will  not. 

The  discussion  should  and  will  involve 
current  Chinatown  residents,  former 
Hudson  Street  residents,  other  interested 
community  members,  organization  and 
business  leaders,  as  well  as  community 
developers  with  an  interest  in  developing 
the  parcel.  It  is  important  for  current 
Chinatown  residents,  those  most  directly 
affected,  to  have  a  strong  voice  in  the  deci¬ 
sion-making  in  order  to  keep  quality  of  life 
issues  in  the  forefront.

City  Should  Do  More  to 
Address  Traffic  Problems  in 
City,  States  Letter 

Dear  Editor: 

I  was  both  saddened  and  frustrated 
by  the  report  of  yet  another  pedestri¬ 
an  death  in  Boston  Chinatown.  This 
brings  to  four  the  number  of  deaths 
that  I  am  aware  of  in  or  adjacent  to 
Chinatown  in  the  past  10  years. 

More  importantly,  it  points  to  the 
failure  of  the  city  to  take  traffic  safety 
seriously. 

I  published  a  study  in  2002  that 
reported  on  traffic  related  injured  in 
Chinatown.  My  associates  and  I 
found  well  over  100  traffic  injuries 
per  year  in  the  community,  suggest¬ 
ing  that  the  relatively  infrequent  and 
well  publicized  deaths  were  only  the 
tip  of  the  iceberg.  Moreover,  we 
found  distinct  patterns  in  time  and 
location  for  the  injuries  that  pointed 
to  possible  interventions  both  in 
enforcement  and  in  reconfiguration 
of  streets. 

Despite  my  entreaties  at  both  public 
hearings  and  in  private  meetings 
with  the  city,  I  am  unaware  of  any 
effort  to  respond  to  the  risks.  Instead 
the  city  has  steadfastly  clung  to  their 
policy  of  assessing  traffic  conditions 
by  measuring  delays  to  commuters 
rather  than  assessing  safety  hazards. 

Last  spring  I  personally  walked  past 
a  scene  in  Chinatown  of  an  elderly 
woman  who  had  been  struck  by  an 
automobile  and  was  being  loaded 
into  an  ambulance.  It  is  time  for  the 
city  to  wake  up  and  start  taking  safe¬ 
ty  more  seriously  than  commuter 
convenience.

Only  about  eight  Chinatown  residents 
attended  the  meeting,  along  with  a  few 
architects. 

Responding  to  a  prepared  list  of  ques¬ 
tions,  the  attendees  mostly  said  that  they 
wanted  housing,  preferably  affordable 
housing  on  the  land  known  as  Parcel  24. 

"We  know  that  about  40  years  ago  the 
housing  units  in  this  Chinatown  area  were 
excised.  So,  it's  reasonable  that  this  land  be 
returned  to  Chinatown  for  housing,"  said  a 
Chinatown  Resident  Association  leader.

In  the  1950s  and  1960s,  homes  on  the 
land  were  removed  to  make  way  for  the 
highway  ramp  that  now  sits  at  the  site. 

Chinatown  business  leader  Rosemary 
Yee-Lam  said  she  wants  housing,  but  indi¬ 
cated  that  enough  affordable  housing 
already  exists  in  the  neighborhood. 

"I  think  we  should  do  the  research  in 
Chinatown.  Right  now  we  do  have  a  few 
affordable  housing  [complexes],  I  think  in

Chinatown  one  of  his  most  "favorite  neigh¬ 
borhoods  in  the  City  of  Boston,"  Menino 
said  that  he  is  "committed  to  helping  the 
community  preserve  what  makes  it  spe¬ 
cial." 

The  specifics  of  how  he  proposed  to 
preserve  what  makes  the  area  special 
included  the  following: 

*  Locating  a  site  for  a  new  Quincy  Upper 
school.  The  school  will  be  moved  to  the 
Old  Boston  High/ Lincoln  school  site  by 
September  2004,  promised  the  Mayor. 
Residents  had  been  waiting  years  for  the 
new  site  to  be  announced. 

*  Setting  aside  new  so-called  affordable 
housing  for  Chinatown.  The  current  site  of 
the  Quincy  Upper  school,  also  known  as 
Parcel  A,  will  become  housing  that  is  "50% 
affordable."  [It's  unclear  how  those  units 
will  be  priced,  however,  and  many  com¬ 
munity  groups  have  pointed  out  that  the 
BRA's  "affordable"  label  for  units  is  often 
applied  to  rentals  that  cost  well  over  $1,000 
a  month  for  a  one  bedroom  apartment.] 

*  "Beautifying"  Chinatown.  A  $40,000 
"beautification  effort"  in  Chinatown's  busi¬ 
ness  district  ■  will  begin  in  the  fall.  The 
money  is  coming  from  the  developers  of 
Kensington  Place,  Liberty  Place, 
Millennium  Place  and  the  BRA. 

*  Donating  Community  space.  The  BRA 
will  set  aside  2,300  square  feet  of  commu¬ 
nity  space  at  the  Metropolitan  project, 
which  is  already  under  construction 

*  Giving  money  for  "store-front  improve¬ 
ments."  The  City's  Office  of  Business 
Development  provided  $42,000  in  grants 
to  two  of  the  more  successful  businesses  in 
Chinatown,  China  Pearl  and  Sun  Sun 
Market  for  "store-front  improvements." 

*  Supporting  housing  on  Parcel  24. 
Menino  said  that  he  supports  150  to  300 
units  of  housing  for  Parcel  24,  a  plot  of 
land  that  will  become  available  along 
Hudson  Street  once  the  Big  Dig  is  finished. 
Nothing  was  mentioned  as  to  what  type  of 
housing  is  preferred  for  the  site. 

After  announcing  his  plans  for 
Chinatown,  Menino  was  met  with 
applause  from  many  of  the  75  or  so  people 
who  attended  the  event. 

Many  cheered  what  they  called 
Menino's  efforts  to  improve  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  by  linking  businesses  with  communi¬ 
ty  groups  and  government  agencies. 


Quincy  Upper  School  principal  Bak 
Fun  Wong  called  Menino  the  "Mayor  of 
education  and  housing." 

A  group  of  activists  at  the  conference, 
however,  withheld  from  congratulating 
the  city’s  leader,  and  pointed  out  to 
reporters,  after  the  meeting,  that  much  of 
Menino's  "plans"  had  been  slated  to  hap¬ 
pen  for  years.  The  neighborhood  had  been 
waiting  for  years  to  hear  where  the  new 
Quincy  Upper  School  would  be  located; 
community  groups  have  for  months  been 
organizing  around  the  use  of  Parcel  24, 
and  many  have  expressed  distrust  in  let¬ 
ting  the  city  or  state  decide  how  the  soon- 
to-be-available  parcel  should  be  developed 
(some  community  groups  have  been  push¬ 
ing  for  a  bill  that  would  allow  Chinatown 
groups  to  control  how  the  land  is  used). 
Also,  the  announcement  that  developers' 
money  will  pay  for  "beautification"  efforts 
in  the  neighborhood  --  especially  when  one 
of  the  developers  hasn't  even  been 
approved  to  build  yet,  left  some  feeling 
uneasy. 

A  few  people  questioned  the  timing  of 
the  short-noticed  meeting,  which  was  held 
about  a  week  after  a  protest  against  the 
Kensington  Place  building  and  in  the 
midst  of  growing  controversy  surrounding 
other  proposed  buildings  for  the  area. 

After  Menino  turned  off  his  micro¬ 
phone,  one  Chinatown  activist  even  burst 
out  at  the  Mayor,  questioning  his  commit¬ 
ment  to  creating  housing  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  can  afford. 

In  recent  years,  Chinatown  activists 
have  been  growing  more  and  more  frus¬ 
trated  by  what  they  call  City  Hall's  paving 
the  way  for  developers  who  propose  pro¬ 
jects  that  go  against  zoning  and  communi¬ 
ty  plans  and  that  upset  the  skyline  of  his¬ 
toric  buildings.  City  Hall's  approval  of  the 
28-story  Liberty  Place  building,  which  will 
be  built  in  an  area  zoned  for  a  maximum  of 
10  stories,  and  the  BRA's  apparent  eager¬ 
ness  to  approve  the  proposed  30-story 
Kensington  Place,  are  two  projects  that 
critics  think  will  gentrify  the  community 
and  change  the  face  of  the  neighborhood. 

When  asked  by  a  reporter  if  the  timing 
of  the  conference  was  related  to  the  recent 
unrest  over  development  in  the  area, 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  director 
Mark  Maloney,  who  emceed  the  event, 
said  "not  at  all." 


urns."  She  said  that  owning  condos  "is 
what  makes  the  people  feel  that  they  own 
property.  And  they  will  take  care  of  [the 
condos],  instead  of  just  taking"  govern¬ 
ment  subsidized  benefits  paid  for  by  the 
"tax  payers." 

Others  noted  that  condos  could  still  be 
priced  affordably. 

Many  supported  having  ground-level 
retail  or  business  space,  if  there  is  a  hous¬ 
ing  complex  built  on  the  site. 

"I  wanted  to  ask  if  a  restaurant  would 
be  feasible,"  said  Sherry  Dong,  who  has 
been  active  in  the  community  for  years. 
Others  frowned  on  the  idea  saying  that  too 
many  restaurants  are  in  the  neighborhood 
and  that  a  restaurant  would  likely  bring 
rodents  and  roaches,  especially  if  it's  on  the 
first  floor  of  a  housing  site. 

One  person  wanted  a  laundry  mat  on 
the  first  floor  of  whatever  building  is  on 
the  site,  another  person  wanted  a  grocery 
store. 

"Urban  design-wise,  you  really  want  to 
have  retail  on  the  ground  floor,"  said 
David  Seeley,  of  the  Chinatown/ Leather 
District  Central  Artery  Completion  Task 
Force,  the  group  that  hosted  the  meeting. 

"If  you  build  this  full  of  housing,  it  will 
create  an  instant  market  (for  the  retail 
shops  on  site),"  said  Seeley. 

As  for  parking,  some  said  they  want 
underground  parking,  while  the  Turnpike 
Authority's  Bill  Tuttle  said  that  above 
ground  parking  might  be  more  feasible. 

A  few  people  at  the  meeting  said  that  in 
place  of  housing  or  in  addition  to  housing, 
there  could  be  other  community  uses. 

Stephanie  Fan,  also  of  the  advisory 
committee,  suggested  that  a  Chinatown- 
branch  library  be  built  on  the  site. 

"In  Chinatown  what  we  lack  now  is  the 
play  ground.  We  have  no  place  for  the  kids

to  play,"  said  Yee-Lam. 


The  meeting  was  the  third  meeting  held 
by  the  advisory  committee.  Another 
group,  the  Hudson  Street  Coalition,  has 
been  holding  meetings  since  winter.  That 
group  has  been  advocating  for  a  bill  that 
would  set  guidelines  for  the  development 
of  the  land  and  set  it  under  Chinatown 
community  control.  So  far,  very  little  has 
been  said  about  the  bill  at  the  advisory 
committee  meetings  and  it's  unclear  what 
role  the  advisory  committee  would  have  in 
the  development  of  the  land  if  the  bill  pass¬ 
es  into  law.  State  Senator  Dianne 
Wilkerson  and  Representative  Salvatore 
DiMasi  are  co-sponsoring  the  bill. 

The  land  along  Hudson  Street  that  will 
be  developed  was  once  home  to  many 
immigrant  families  before  the  Turnpike 
Extension  was  built.  Before  being  turned 
into  a  highway  ramp,  that  east  side  of 
Hudson  Street,  according  to  the  Asian 
Community  Development  Corporation, 
was  once  vibrant  and  filled  with  "gro¬ 
ceries,  restaurants,  and  homes." 

The  knife-shaped  strip  of  land  will 
become  available  for  development  after 
the  Big  Dig  is  finished.

The  nonprofit's  leaders  removed  the  20 
members  because  they  had  placed  adver¬ 
tisements  in  two  major  Chinese  newspa¬ 
pers,  criticizing  the  CCBA  and  the  way  it 
held  its  election  that  year. 

Upset  by  the  ads,  the  Chinatown  non¬ 
profit  claimed  that  the  newspaper  adver¬ 
tisements  "distorted  the  facts,  publicly 
insulted  the  CCBA,  destroyed  the  presti¬ 
gious  status"  of  the  association,  and  vio¬ 
lated  a  new  CCBA  resolution.  The  group 
of  directors  voted  to  indefinitely  "sus¬ 
pend"  the  members,  which  included  the 
Chinese  Economic  Development  Council, 
Inc.,  Gee  How  Oak  Tin  Association  of 
New  England,  and  the  Tai  Tung  Tenants 
Association. 

Following  the  directors'  vote,  a  dozen 
of  the  expelled  members  joined  together 
and  formed  the  Chinese  American 
Association  of  Greater  Boston  and  filed 
the  lawsuit,  seeking,  among  other  things, 
a  declaratory  judgment  that  the  nonprofit 
"improperly"  removed  them. 

The  plaintiffs  won  the  declaratory 
judgment  part  of  the  case,  but  other  parts 
are  still  awaiting  decision. 

"What  the  judge  has  clearly  decided  is 
that  the  suspension  of  the  20  organiza¬ 
tions  is  illegal  and  invalid,  and  that  the 
plaintiffs  are  reinstated,  and  that's  an 
order"  said  the  plaintiffs'  lawyer,  Mark 
Furman,  at  an  Aug.  6  press  conference 
held  by  the  plaintiffs. 

Three  key  reasons  why  the  judge  ruled 
in  the  plaintiffs'  favor  were,  according  to 
court  papers,  the  following: 

First,  the  CCBA  failed  to  properly  pub¬ 
licize  a  meeting  to  vote  on  the  removal  of 
the  members.  Second,  the  judge  found  the 
directors'  action  in  the  case  to  be  "invalid" 
because  they  termed  the  expulsion  a  "sus¬ 


pension."  "This  is  a  removal,  not  a  suspen¬ 
sion,"  states  the  court  decision.  Third,  not 
enough  directors  voted  on  the  removal  to 
make  it  legitimate. 

Days  prior  to  the  August  1  judgment, 
the  CCBA's  current  leaders  sent  a  letter  to 
12  of  the  20  expelled  members,  requesting 
they  reapply  for  membership.  The  letter 
outlined  requirements  for  reapplying,  one 
requirement  being  that  the  applying  mem¬ 
bers  "drop  any  claim  or  demand  for  legal 
fees  and  also  for  any  other  consideration." 

"It's  really  unacceptable  to  most  of  us, 
if  not  all  of  us,"  said  Bill  Moy,  regarding 
the  letter.  Moy,  a  leader  of  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council,  is  involved  with 
two  of  the  groups  that  were  removed,  the 
Gee  How  Oak  Tin  and  the  Wang  YMCA. 

"It  shouldn't  be  conditioned,"  he  said. 
Moy  added  that  legal  fees  for  the  case 
have  reached  the  "six  figure"  range,  and 
that  agreeing  to  the  CCBA's  demands 
would  deny  the  plaintiffs  an  opportunity 
to  be  reimbursed  for  legal  fees.  "The  only 
thing  we're  asking  for  is  to  have  our  legal 
fees  paid...  we're  not  asking  for  any 
rewards,"  said  Moy. 

In  a  brief  phone  interview  with  E. 
Joseph  Simmons,  the  temporary  Chief 
Executive  Officer  that  was  appointed  by 
the  Attorney  General's  Office  two  years 
ago  to  turn  around  the  CCBA,  he  said  that 
"the  judgment  speaks  for  itself"  and  that 
"there's  not  an  awful  lot  to  say"  about  it. 

"It's  always  been  the  intention  [of  the 
CCBA]  to  have  the  members  come  back," 
just  not  in  a  way  that  would  be  disruptive 
to  the  CCBA,  said  Simmons. 

According  to  Furman,  the  plaintiffs' 
lawyer,  on  October  27  a  judge  will  decide 
the  other  parts  of  the  case,  including  the 
question  of  whether  the  CCBA  violated 
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the  plaintiffs'  civil  rights  when  it  removed 
them  for  placing  the  advertisement. 

Though  the  judgment  came  just  this 
month,  the  case  can  be  traced  back  to 
November,  1997,  when  five  members  of 
the  CCBA  filed  a  lawsuit  against  the  non¬ 
profit  and  its  then  president,  Wilson  Lee. 
The  five  individuals,  one  of  whom  is  a 
prominent  Chinatown  business  leader, 
Ricky  (Sik  Yui)  Moy,  alleged  that  there 
were  discrepancies  in  the  way  the  associa¬ 
tion  was  carrying  out  its  bylaws. 

Shortly  after  the  suit  was  filed,  the 
CCBA's  board  voted  for  a  new  resolution 
declaring  that  any  person  who  files  a  law 
suit  against  the  CCBA  or  damages  the 
association's  reputation,  cannot  serve  as  a 
member,  director  or  officer.  The  same  day 
that  the  resolution  was  voted  on,  the 
directors  voted  to  expel  the  five  members. 

Because  the  five  members  were 
expelled,  during  the  CCBA's  December  6 
election  none  of  the  five  was  permitted  to 
be  elected  as  officers,  which  lead  the  20 
members  to  place  the  ads  in  Chinese 
newspapers  alleging  unfair  election  prac¬ 
tices  by  the  CCBA. 

In  recent  years,  the  nonprofit,  one  of 
the  oldest  in  Chinatown,  has  received 
attention  for  its  controversial  ways  of  han¬ 
dling  internal  and  external  conflicts  and 
its  questionable  financial  actions.  Last 
year,  the  CCBA  waited  so  long  to  pay  off 
money  that  a  judge  had  ruled  it  owed  the 
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Advertisement  placed  by  20  members  in 
the  Sing  Tao  Daily  Newspaper 

Kwong  Kow  Chinese  School,  that  its 
building  was  almost  auctioned  off.  Years 
earlier,  the  state  Attorney  General's  Office 
took  the  CCBA  to  court,  resulting  in 
Simmons'  appointment  as  temporary 
CEO.  And  court  cases  have  plagued  the 
nonprofit  in  the  last  decade;  the  CCBA  is 
party  in  at  least  13  suits  filed  in  the 
Suffolk  Superior  Courthouse.

I  feel  like  running  to  the  mountaintop  and 
singing  with  pride  --  the  pride  of  being  an 
Asian-American 
entertainer.  Who 
would  have  ever 
guessed  that  within 
the  last  three  weeks, 
two  Asian-American 
performers  would 
beat  out  the  cookie- 
cutter  competition 
and  come  out  on  top 
of  two  nationally  tele 
vised  competitions? 

Who  would  have 
guessed  that  popular 
Chinese  music  would  debut  on  one  of  Boston's 
top  radio  stations,  WERS,  which  devoted  four 
hours  of  airtime  to  Chinese  pop  rock?  It  finally 
looks  like  the  road  to  stardom  and  acceptance 
for  us  is  slowly  being  paved. 

You  may  wonder  why  I  am  so  ecstatic,  talk¬ 
ing  about  these  feats,  after  all  in  recent  years, 
Asian-Americans  have  garnered  more  attention 
that  ever  before.  But  such  is  the  problem.  Often 
the  characters  played  by  Asian-Americans 
revolve  around  the  same  stereotypes.  Think  to 
your  favorite  movie  that  involved  a  Chinese- 
American  actor,  or  an  Eastern  culture  oriented 
plot.  Was  the  movie  action-packed  with  seem¬ 
ingly  magical  kung  fu  stunts?  Was  the  villain  a 
short,  little  Asian  man  churning  out  evil 
schemes  faster  than  a  hamster  chasing  a  carrot 
on  an  exercise  wheel? 

The  fact  is,  as  much  as  Asian-American  char¬ 
acters  are  becoming  more  ubiquitous,  the  diver¬ 
sity  in  roles  is  still  very  limited.  What  Dat  Phan, 
the  Vietnamese- American  comedian  (from 
NBC's  "Last  Comic  Standing"),  and  Harlemm 
Lee,  a  37-year-old  Chinese- American  singer  and 
performer  (NBC's  "Fame")  are  achieving,  along 
with  fulfilling  personal  goals,  is  broadening  the 
general  audiences'  view  of  Asian-American  tal¬ 
ent.  They  are  showing  that  along  with  the  awe¬ 
some  ability  to  perform  seamless  karate  chops, 
Asian-Americans  are  capable  of  belting  out  a 
soulful  refrain  like  their  African-American 
counterparts,  and  fill  an  auditorium  with  hearty 
guffaws  just  as  their  white  fellows  could. 

But  winning  over  the  general  American 
masses  is  only  the  tip  of  the  iceberg.  To  have  the 
support  of  the  fellow  Asian-Americans  is  what 
can  truly  cement  the  Asian-Americans  as  enter¬ 
tainers,  not  just  stereotyped  characters.  Part  of 
the  reason  why  the  characters  available  to 
Asian-Americans  are  so  limited  is  because 
Asians  have  a  certain  sense  of  pride  that 
revolves  around  always  putting  the  very  best 
foot  forward.  They  bring  forth  what  they  know 
well,  and  what  is  tried  and  true  with  the  public, 
and  stick  with  it  until  the  very  end.  Anything 
new  and  untried  could  result  in  failure,  and  fail¬ 
ure  might  as  well  mean  the  end  all  of  any  future 
efforts. 

I  hope  this  overzealous  self-debasement 
would  soon  take  a  backseat  to  self-appreciation. 
And  I  hope  Asian-Americans  will  become  more 
excited  to  jump  on  the  Asian-praising  bandwag¬ 
on  now  that  Harlemm  Lee,  a  short,  bald, 
Chinese-American  entertainer,  has  won  the  sup¬ 
port  and  hearts  of  many  Americans.  Perhaps 
they  will  be  more  willing  to  chuckle  at  their 
own  cynicism  with  an  equally  vertically  chal¬ 
lenged  comedian,  Dat  Phan,  who  had  made 
Americans  double  over  with  side-splitting 
laughter.  And  perhaps  Americans,  Asian  and 
non- Asian,  will  soon  realize  that  talent  is  talent, 
and  that  it  is  charisma  and  personality  that  sell, 
not  just  gimmicky  karate  chops  and  roundhouse 
kicks. 

Now,  with  America's  next  triple  threat  being 
Chinese-American,  a  Vietnamese-American  fun¬ 
nyman  cracking  up  audiences,  and  the  debut  of 
a  four-hour  block  show  on  Boston's  WERS 
devoted  to  Chinese  pop  music,  we  are  making 
big  strides  to  including  Asian-Americans  as  part 
in  everyday  entertainment.  So  cheers!  Here's  to 
the  representation  of  the  Asian-American;  to  the 
recognition  of  the  Asian-American  talent  on 
national  broadcasts;  to  breaking  down  of  the 
cultural  barriers;  to  pride  and  support  of  Asian- 
Americans  for  their  own;  and  to  the  tide  of 
Asian-American  entertainers  who  have  waited 
so  eagerly  to  flood  the  airwaves  from  all  angles.

Kuala  Lumpur,  the  capital  of  Malaysia,  is  a 
flourishing  and  vibrant  city.  Many  local  and 
international  corporations  call  it  home,  as  do 
many  boutiques  that  range  from  low-cost  to 
upscale.

Kuala  Lumpur  makes  for  a  fabulous  vacation. 

Like  most  major  cities,  Kuala  Lumpur  has 
plenty  of  accommodations  to  choose  from. 
Right  in  the  heart  of  Downtown  Kuala 
Lumpur  is  the  Golden  Triangle  District  -  the 
area  where  many  luxury  hotels  are  located. 

But  don't  let  the  phrase  "luxury  hotels" 
intimidate  you.  Online,  you  can  get  a  deluke 
room  for  as  little  as  $109.95  per  night  at  the 
Shangri-La,  one  of  Malaysia's  most  elegant 
hotels.  Or  for  about  half  the  price,  you  can 
stay  at  the  less-known  Corns  Hotel,  which  has 
all  the  basic  amenities. 

Most  hotels  have  a  fitness  facility,  so 
maybe  you  can  do  some  power  walking  or 
jogging  on  a  treadmill.  Or  for  more  of  a  full- 
body  workout,  swim  a  few  laps  in  the  pool. 

Once  your  blood  is  pumping,  you  can  head 
out  and  explore  this  cosmopolitan  city.  There 
are  car  rentals  in  Kuala  Lumpur,  but  the  easi¬ 
est  way  to  get  around  is  by  cab.  Cab  fares  are 
affordable,  and  if  you  travel  within  the  city,  it 
shouldn't  cost  you  more  than  RM  20  (Ringgit 
Malaysia),  which  is  just  a  little  over  US  $5,  to 
get  from  Point  A  to  Point  B. 

Make  the  Islamic  Arts  Museum  Malaysia 
your  first  destination.  Only  a  ten-minute  cab 
ride  from  the  Golden  Triangle  District,  the 
two-story  museum  is  located  in  Kuala 
Lumpur's  tourist  belt.  It  showcases  photogra¬ 
phy,  ceramics,  manuscripts,  armors  &  arms, 
and  a  few  others  that  would  help  visitors 
understand  and  appreciate  Islamic  arts. 

Just  walking  distance  from  the  Islamic  Arts 
Museum  Malaysia  is  the  National  Mosque. 
Unlike  most  mosques  that  I  saw  in  Malaysia, 
the  National  Mosque  looks  a  little  more  mod¬ 
em.  The  roof  is  designed  with  an  18-point  star 
to  represent  the  country's  13  states  and  the 
five  pillars  of  Islam,  and  it  slightly  resembles  a 
partially  opened  umbrella.  Visitors  are 
allowed  to  enter  the  mosque,  provided  that 
they  remove  their  shoes  and  wear  a  robe. 
Women  need  to  wear  a  scarf  as  well. 

Next,  I  suggest  you  hop  on  another  cab, 
and  head  to  Central  Market.  This  blue-and- 
pink  building  is  hard  to  miss,  as  it  is  uniquely 
designed  with  Art  Deco  architecture;  you'll 
think  you're  in  Miami.  Inside  you'll  see  all 
sorts  of  merchandise  perfect  for  souvenirs  - 
knickknacks,  clothes,  and  handmade  crafts 
and  jewelry.  Keep  in  mind  that  most  prices  on 
the  price  tags  are  not  final,  so  use  your  bar¬ 
gaining  power.  But  if  negotiating  isn't  your 
fort6,  don't  worry.  Most  of  the  merchandise  is 
inexpensive  to  begin  with. 

You  can  grab  some  lunch  at  the  Central 
Market  food  court  if  you  want  to  take  a  break 
from  shopping  for  some  tasty  and  cheap  local 
food.  Rice  dishes,  noodles,  and  soups  are 
common  selections  among  the  fast  food 
places,  and  you  can  have  a  satisfying  meal  for 
just  RM  6  (approx.  $1.60). 

To  relax  after  a  long  afternoon  of  shopping.

head  to  a  spa.  Enjoy  a  one-hour  full-body 
massage  for  less  than  $35.  But  if  you  want 
more  pampering,  many  spas  in  the  city  offer 
package  deals  all  the  time,  so  don't  hesitate  to 
call  and  ask  for  their  specials. 

After  a  full  day  of  activities,  you  can  go 
back  to  your  hotel  room,  and  prepare  for  the 
evening.  If  you're  a  night  owl,  Kuala  Lumpur 
has  an  exciting  nightlife  that  you  wouldn't 
want  to  miss. 

Have  some  dinner  first  before  you  head 
out.  On  the  first  floor  of  the  Petronas  Twin 
Towers  is  Shrooms,  a  French,  Japanese,  and 
Chinese  fusion  restaurant.  They  also  have 
Malaysian  food  on  the  menu  in  case  you  can't 
get  enough  of  the  local  food.  Have  the  maitre 
d'  seat  you  outside,  so  you  can  enjoy  your 
delectable  meal  in  the  cool  evening  breeze. 
You  can  even  do  some  people-watching  while 
you're  at  it. 

To  get  a  glimpse  of  Kuala  Lumpur's  pul¬ 
sating  nightlife,  you  should  go  west  of  down¬ 
town  to  the  hip  Bangsar  neighborhood.

Most  of  the  clubs  close  at  four  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  during,  so  have  fun  and  just  dance  the 
night  away.  When  you  get  out  of  the  club, 
you'll  most  likely  find  yourself  going  where 
the  tired  and  hungry  crowd  goes  -  down  the 
block  to  where  a  bunch  of  food  stalls  are.  The 
smell  of  curry  hangs  in  the  air  as  people  refu¬ 
el  themselves. 

So  after  you've  filled  yourself  up  and 
recapped  the  night  with  your  friends,  or  pos¬ 
sibly  strangers,  just  hail  a  cab  and  head  back 
east  to  your  hotel.  Face  the  sun,  and  watch  it 
rise  for  the  next  day  will  almost  certainly  be 
another  wonderful  one.

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Asians  in  Rock  Tour  Hits  Boston  Tonight

Tonight  will  mark  an  important  event 
for  the  Greater  Boston  Asian-American 
community.  The  first  annual  Asians  in 
Indie  Rock  tour  (AIR)  will  hit  the  area  at 
6:30  p.m.  at  the  Zeitgeist  Gallery  in  Inman 
Square  in  Cambridge. 

The  Asians  in  Rock  tour  was  started  by 
Jenny  Choi,  an  artist  who,  tired  "of  the 
stereotype  that  relegated  Asians  in  music 
to  candy  uber-dance  pop  or  karaoke-fre¬ 
quenting  balladeers,"  wanted  a  change. 

Choi  grew  up  in  Chicago,  later  relocat¬ 
ing  to  Champaign,  IL  to  begin  her  career  in 
music,  mainly  singing  and  song  writing. 
While  in  Champaign,  she  gained  much 
performance  experience,  attracting  atten¬ 
tion  from  major  record  labels.  Looking  to 
play  for  the  opportunity  to  play  in  larger 
venues,  Choi  relocated  to  Chicago,  and 
began  performing  with  the  Baldwin 
Brothers  (TVT)  and  KIM.  She  soon  entered 
the  nation-wide  circuit,  touring  with  Jill 


Sobule,  Dan  Bern,  Dan  Littleton  of  Ida, 
Seam  and  Fabulous  Disaster  (Fat  Wreck 
Chords).  She  soon  joined  Emm  Gryner, 
performing  in  the  first  Asian  American 
Singer  Songwriter  Showcase.  Choi  is  set  to 
come  out  with  her  third  album,  produced 
by  Double  Zero  Records,  this  September. 
Asian  musicians  in  the  United  States  are 
most  often  associated  with  classical,  instru¬ 
mental  music.  However,  this  tour  will 
include  many  illustrious  musicians  all  of 
whom  are  looking  to  make  a  difference. 

"If  we  as  a  community  want  to  see 
change,  if  we  want  something,  we  really 
need  to  give  something  first.  I'm  a  firm 
believer  of  'what  you  give  is  what  you  get' 
--  so  really  change  is  within  reach,"  stated 
Boston  musician  Kevin  So,  who  will  be  a 
guest  performer  at  the  Inman  Square 
show,  "It's  within  our  power  now." 

So  grew  up  in  Boston,  idolizing  and 
imitating  such  great  rock  musicians  as  Paul 
McCartney  and  John  Lennon.  He  began  by 
writing  poems  and  songs,  in  addition  to 


performing  his  music.  So  hopes  that  this 
tour  will  bring  many  artists  with  similar 
backgrounds  together,  as  well  as  bringing 
the  Asian-American  community  closer  to 
the  musicians  representing  their  culture. 
He  cites  the  fact  that  in  order  for  Asian- 
American  musicians  to  succeed,  the  com¬ 
munity  must  support  them  both  emotion¬ 
ally  and  financially,  as  the  African 
American  community  supports  its  artists: 
"In  the  black  communities,  you  have  plen¬ 
ty  of  black  folks  supporting  black  artists  — 
whether  it's  jazz,  blues,  r&b,  funk,  rap,  and 
yes  rock  and  folk  even.  It  should  be  the 
same  way  for  Asians,"  stated  So. 

Other  groups  at  the  show  will  include 
Chiyoko  and  Panda  Panda. 

Like  Choi,  Chiyoko  grew  up  in 
Chicago,  where  she  has  been  performing  in 
bands  since  1989. 

She  played  in  the  band  Squash  Blossom 
from  1990  until  1997,  before  she  decided  to 
begin  working  on  her  own  material.  She 
began  playing  with  Brain  Deck,  with 


whom  she  eventually  recorded  part  of  her 
album  "Cinematic".  She  released  the 
album  herself,  and  soon  achieved  much 
attention  from  record  companies  and  pro¬ 
ducers. 

Chiyoko  hopes  that  the  AIR  tour  will 
help  bring  together  Asians  and  non- Asians 
alike,  through  a  mutual  zest  of  good  rock 
music,  although  she  does  hope  that  it  will 
lead  to  Asian  artists  gaining  more  media 
coverage. 

Panda  Panda,  also  hailing  from 
Chicago,  is  a  duo  consisting  of  artists  who 
refer  to  themselves  as  Miss  Mia  and  Sarah 
C,  two  women  on  the  tour  who  are  hoping 
not  only  to  promote  Asian-American  rock 
music,  but  also  women  in  rock. 

"What  we  have  to  prove  is  that  APA's 
[Asian  Pacific  Islanders]  need  as  much 
opportunity  as  anyone  else  in  the  rock 
scene... that  we  can  bare  the  burden  of 
proof  we're  putting  on  ourselves  by  doing 
an  'Asian  rock  tour'  as  opposed  to  a  gener¬ 
ic  rock  tour,"  said  Miss  Mia. 


Power.  Bond  Breaking.  Action. 
"Blood  Brothers"  Is  a  Must  See 


" Vengeance !"  Inspired  a  ‘ 70s  Genre

In  Chinese  culture,  the  vow  of  blood 
brothers  is  one  of  unconditional  loyalty, 
respect  and  love.  Such  are  the  obstacles 
between  one  young  ambitious  scholar  and 
his  dream  of  rising  in  the  ranks  of  the 
Chinese  army.  The  movie  "Blood 
Brothers"  is  based  on  a  famous  assassina¬ 
tion  that  occurred  during  the  Ching 
dynasty.  It  follows  the  story  of  earned 
respect  turned  to  betrayal  and  greed. 

When  two  no-good  highway  robbers 
met  XinYi,  a  young  scholar  on  his  way  to 
the  city  to  take  the  governmental  exams, 
the  two  thought  they  have  come  across  an 
easy  target.  Little  did  they  know,  XinYi 
was  as  skilled  in  the  martial  arts  as  he  was 
knowledgeable  of  the  written  word.  When 
the  two  robbers,  the  cunning  WenXiang 
and  the  simple-minded  HuangZong,  real¬ 
ized  they  were  defeated,  they  graciously 
invited  XinYi  to  become  their  third  "Blood 
Brother."  The  trio  assembled  and  con¬ 
quered  a  mountainside  gang,  all  to  help 
XinYi  to  eventually  rise  to  the  ranks  of 
Army  General. 

As  time  progressed,  XinYi  became 
more  and  more  somber  and  ambitious  of 
his  future,  while  the  other  two  squandered 
their  time  and  money  on  frivolous  fancies. 
It  was  also  during  this  time  that 
HuangZong's  wife  and  XinYi  developed 
feelings  for  each  other,  unknown  to 
HuangZong,  but  under  the  suspicions  of 
WenXiang. 

When  XinYi  finally  achieved  his  goal  of 


becoming  a  ranked  officer  in  the  Ching 
Army,  he  sent  for  his  "Blood  Brothers", 
and  gave  them  each  a  title  and  army  to  join 
him  for  the  greater  cause  of  the  country, 
and  also  gamer  victories  so  XinYi  could 
rise  even  higher  in  the  Government.  It  is 
during  his  power-hungry  scheming  that 
XinYi  realized  he  could  not  have  the 
prospects  of  an  affair  spoil  his  chances  of 
gaining  a  promotion.  Thus  breaking  his 
bonds  of  "Blood  Brotherhood,"  he  sets  on 
a  plan  to  have  his  cake  and  eat  it  too. 

"Blood  Brothers"  is  another  effort  from 
director  Zhang  Che  and  actors,  David 
Jiang  and  Di  Long.  The  three  were  also 
involved  in  the  making  of  "Vengeance!", 
in  which  Jiang  and  Di  Long  played  real 
blood  brothers.  Though  the  premise  and 
historical  settings  differs  greatly  from  that 
of  "Vengeance!",  the  same  cinematogra¬ 
phy,  sound  effects,  and  action  sequences 
are  representative  of  70' s  action  movies. 
One  feels  the  exaggerated  emotions  and 
sounds  conveys  to  the  audience  the  extent 
of  the  hatred  felt,  and  enormity  of  XinYi' s 
betrayal. 

This  is  definitely  a  must-see  if  you 
enjoyed  "Vengeance!".  And  even  if  you 
have  not  experienced  Zhang's  other 
works,  this  movie  is  not  to  be  missed.  It 
delves  greatly  into  not  just  aspects  of 
Chinese  culture  and  customs,  but  also 
details  of  Chinese  history.  And  last,  but 
not  least,  see  it  for  the  story-telling  tech¬ 
niques  that  set  the  standards  of  Chinese 
action  movies  that  are  still  observed  today.

Ever  wondered  why  the  comic  book¬ 
like  action  series  were  so  popular  in  the 
1970s?  Have  you  ever  thought  of  who  or 
what  may  have  inspired  the  action 
sequences  in  the  original  "Batman,"  "The 
Green  Lantern,"  and  "Superman"  series?  If 
you  answered  "Bruce  Lee"  to  either  one  of 
these  questions,  you  are  close,  but  not 
quite. 

The  movie  that  spawned  the  new  gen¬ 
eration  of  high-flying,  visually  spectacular 
fight-action  movies  is  none  other  than  the 
1970  flick,  "Vengeance!",  directed  by 
Zhang  Che.  Even  the  before-mentioned 
Lee  paid  homage  to  the  infamous  "white 
suit,"  donned  by  the  vengeance-seeker,  in 
his  "Fists  of  Fury". 

The  movie  circles  around  the  basic,  age- 
old  story  of  good  versus  evil.  When  a  hard 
working  opera  singer  is  tragically  mur¬ 
dered,  due  to  the  opera  house  owner's 
growing  interest  in  his  wife,  his  long  lost 
brother  sets  out  crosscountry  to  seek  and 
destroy  any  and  all  participants  in  the 
singer's  demise.  Although  the  story  is 
peppered  with  scenes  of  romance  between 
the  main  character,  Xiao  Lou  (the  revenge- 
seeker),  and  his  lover,  also  co-conspirator. 
Miss  Hua,  the  main  premise  is  that  of  vio¬ 
lence  and  corruption.  Set  in  the  mid-1920s, 
the  sets  and  costumes  of  the  movie  also 
wonderfully  capture  the  simplicities  and 
complexities  of  the  time.  Both  Western 
influences  and  Asian  culture  are  well-bal¬ 
anced  and  mirrored  in  every  aspect  of  the 
movie. 

The  technical  details  that  may  be  the 


most  interesting  of  "Vengeance!"  are  the 
comic  bookish  sound  effects  and  color 
schemes.  With  every  villain  who  gets 
knocked  down  by  the  hero,  there  might  as 
well  be  a  "POW!"  flashed  across  the 
screen.  The  action  sequences  and  sound 
effects  are  so  exaggerated  that  it  helps  to 
enhance  the  mood  and  adrenaline  rush  of 
the  movie.  Much  like  the  Marvel  Comics 
Series  that  it  later  influenced,  the  effects 
utilized  in  the  movie  are  not  meant  to 
reflect  reflect  reality,  but  solely  for  the 
purpose  of  aesthetics  and  stimulation. 

Also  a  great  technique  used  in  the  fight 
scenes,  especially  the  climactic  slaughter  of 
the  murder  masterminds,  is  the  pairing  of 
the  fight  sequence  with  a  similar  progres¬ 
sion  that  occurred  earlier  in  a  Peking 
Opera.  An  example  of  such  is  the  murder 
of  Yu-Lou,  the  opera  singer.  The  scene  of 
him  being  beaten  and  tortured  is  spliced 
with  clips  of  the  same  nature  from  the 
opera  he  performs. 

Although  "Vengeance!"  is  quite  a  vio¬ 
lent  in  content,  there  is  not  much  blood 
and  gore  to  turn  audiences  off  to  the  plot- 
line.  Such  is  not  the  point  of  genre.  The 
blood  one  sees  in  the  movie  is  clearly  iden¬ 
tifiable  as  hardware  store  red  paint.  The 
use  of  the  "blood"  represents  exaggerated 
bloodshed  and  adds  excitement,  without 
the  grossout  factor. 

"Vengeance!"  is  worth  seeing  not  sim¬ 
ply  because  it  is  a  well-made  film  signifi¬ 
cant  of  its  time  in  plot  and  technique,  but 
also  because  it  paved  the  path  for  a  whole 
genre  of  action  movies  that  are  still  being 
enjoyed  today.
